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OUR ENGLISH OORRESPONDENCE, 

Lonpon, September 1, 1869. 
Merry England! I confess I am one of those 
people who think this country well deserves her 
old title. The French are more boisterous in their 
gayety but I confess I prefer the quiet merriment of 
the English, especially as it has an earnestness, 
sincerity, and depth, the superficial nation across 
the channel do not possess, I wish you could see 
England and the English in this vacation of the 
year! Everybody is in the country, for no English- 
man feels at home except in the country. I do not 
believe you can find anywhere in the world a more 
lovable country than England. You are familiar 
with Washington Irving’s delightful pictures of 
English rural scenes. To my eye the country is 
still more lovable at present than it was in those 
now distant days, for forty years assiduous wooing 
has brought Nature still nearer Man. 
English love Nature with its manifestations : horses, 
dogs, rivers, ocean, trees, flowers, birds, cattle, 
poultry. There is no country in the world so ani- 
mated by birds as England. They start from every 
hedge, they chirrup in every tree, they rise from 
every field. We are all in the fields now. The} 
Geological Society is exploring the Channel Islands. | 
The Archeological Society has just ended its pil- 
grimages in the neighborhood of St. Albans. The 
British Medical Association has given all our phy- | 
sicians and surgeons an excuse for breathing fresh 
air at Leeds. The British Association has drawn 
all our scientific men to Exeter. The proceedings | 
at all of these meetings are valuable and interesting, | 
but I am at. great loss to know how to deal with | 
them, or whether to deal with them at all in these | 
pages. I was strongly tempted to quote from Lord | 
Lytton’s (Sir Edward Lytton Bulwer’s) speech at | 
St. Albans the remarks he made about the duty of | 
the archeologist “to guard from oblivion the myths, | 
the traditions, the legends of former days, and crit- | 
ical and severe though his genius and its obliga- | 
tions must be, still it was to his care that we owed | 
the preservation of many a pure and sacred well- 
spring of poetry and romance, well-springs from | 
which Spenser and Milton, Dtyden, Gray, Words- 
worth and Scott had drawn each his own special | 
stream of inspiration. . . . The difference between | 
one race and another appears to be according to the | 
mental organization by which any given race could | 
receive ideas from a more civilized race by which | 
it was subdued, or with which it was brought into | 
contact. If it could not receive and incorporate | 
such ideas, it withered and faded away, just as the | 
Red Indian withered and faded away beside the 
superior civilization of the American settlers. But | 
England never seemed, from the earliest historical 
records, to have been inhabited by any race which 
did not accept ideas of improved civilization from 
its visitors or conquerors. . . . The main reason | 
why the language of the Anglo-Saxon had survived | 
the Norman invasion, and finally supplanted the lan- | 
guage of the Conqueror, does not appear to me to| 
be very clearly stated by our historians. I believe | 
the reason to be really this: the language that | 
men spoke in after life was formed in the nursery ; 
it was learnt from the lips of the mother. The ad- | 
venturers of Scandinavian origin who established 
themselves in Normandy did not select their wives 
in Scandanavia, but in France, and thus their chil- 
dren learnt in the nursery the French language. 
In like manner when they conquered England those 
who were still unmarried had the good taste to seek 
their wives amoung the Saxons, and thus the lan- 
guage of the mothers naturally became that of the 
children, and being also the language of the ser- 
vants employed in the household, the French 
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| language necessarily waned, receded, and at last 
becastie merged into the domestic element of the 
Anglo-Saxon, retaining only such of its native live. 
liness, and adaptability to metrical rhyme and 
cadence, as enriched the earliest utterances of our 
English poetry; in the muse, at once grave and 
sportive, at oncecourtly and popular, which inspired 
the lips of Chaucer.” 

The meeting of the British Association has been 
interesting. Sublime is perhaps an improper term 
to apply to a popular speech on astronomy, yet the 
address Professor Stokes delivered on taking the 
chair filled the mind with thoughts almost pain- 
fully high. It was a review of the recent progress 
made in astronomy. Where every sentence of an 
address is interesting, it is hard to select several 
paragraphs as more interesting than their neigh- 
bors, therefore I quote the following, not as being 
more interesting, but as presenting the method 
and discoveries of later scientific research: “ We 


| are accustomed to apply to the stars the epithet 
| * fixed.’ 


When instead of days, the observations 
extend over months or years, it is found that the 
fixity is not quite absolute. How shall we deter- 
mine whether any particular star is approaching to 
or receding from our sun ? It is clear that astronomy 


| alone is powerless to aid us here, since such a mo- 


tion would be unaccompanied by change of angular 
position. Here the science of optics comes to our 
aid ina remarkable manner. The pitch of a mu- 


| sical note depends, as we know, on the number of 


vibrations which reach the ear in a given time, 
such as asecond. Suppose now that a body, such 
as a bell, which is vibrating a given number of 
times per second, is at the same time moving from 


| the observer, the air being calm. Since the succes- 


sive pulses of sound travel all with the same velo- 
city, but diverge from different centres—namely, 
the successive points in the bell’s path at which the 
bell was when those pulses were first excited—it is 
evident that the sound-waves will be somewhat 
more spread out on the side from which the bell is 
moving, and more crowded together on the side 
towards which it is moving, than if the bell had 
been at rest. Consequently, the number of vibra- 
tions per second which reach the ear of an observer 
situated in the former of these directions will be 
somewhat smaller, and the number which reach an 
observer situated in the opposite direction some- 
what greater, than if the bell had been at rest. 
Hence, to the former the pitch will be somewhat 
lower, and to the latter somewhat higher, than the 
natural pitch of the bell. And the same thing will 
happen if the observer be in motion instead of the 
bell, or if both be in motion; in fact, the effect 
depends only on the relative motion of the observer 
and the bell in the direction of a line joining the 
two—in other words, on the velocity of recession oF 
approach of the observer and the bell. The present

for Hull and Bradford, has died, at the advanced 
age of 86. He was a sound scholar, a good linguist, 
an excellent musician, and a thorough mathema- 
tician. He was editor of the “Westminster Re- 
view” for a time, his most remarkable contribution 
thereto being the well-known “Catechism of the 
Poor Laws.” In politics he was a very advanced 
Liberal.

REJIGION AND THEOLOGY. 

The Epistle of Paul to the Romans. By J. P. Lange, 
D. D., and Rev. F. R. Fay. Translated from 
the German by J. F. Hurst, D.D. With addi- 
tions by P. Schaff, D. D., and Rev. M. B. Riddle. 
pp. vi., 455. New York: Charles Scribner & Co. 
This work forms the fifth volume of the New 

Testament portion of Dr. Lange’s Commentary on 

the Holy Scriptures. The subject is at once the 

most interesting and difficult to the commentator, 
as it is pre-eminent above all the other epistles, 
for the depth and force of its teachings. It 
was written by St. Paul for the purpose of 
clearing away the doubts and obscurities which 
had already manifested themselves among the 
early Christians in Rome, weakening their faith, 
and undermining the sublime purity of Christ’s 
teachings. It was held, by Luther and other 
leaders of the Reformation, to contain the most 
convincing proofs of the alleged errors of the 

Romish Church, and has since been considered by 

Protestants as their most powerful bulwark. It 

has at various times engrossed the attention of a 

host of learned divines, but on account of the im- 

mensely increased difficulties of the task, with a 

less favorable result than has attended their other 

efforts. The present work embodies the labors of 
nearly every preceding commentator; and in pre- 
paring Dr. Lange’s work for the English reader, 
much has been added, increasing the size of the 
volume by nearly one-half. The Exegetical and 

Doctrinal parts were prepared by Dr. Lange, and 

the Homiletical sections by Rev. F. R. Fay. The 

difficult task of translation has been performed by 

Dr. Hurst, who has also added some Homiletical 

selections from the best English sources. Addi- 

tions have also been made to other portions of the 
work, the authorship of each being indicated by 
initials. Dr. Schaff informs us, in the preface, 
what portion of the werk has been performed by 
himself and each of his co-editors, and he also 
informs us that he has examined nearly all the 
authorities quoted by Dr. Lange, from Chrysostom, 
down to the /atest editions of Tholuck and Meyer, 
and also the principal English commentators, as 
Stuart, Hodge, Alford, Wordsworth, Jowett, Forbes, 


sc. The amount of hard work and close attention , 


indicated in this statement is alone sufficient to 
elaim our admiration, but the same laborious care 
and recondite skill are everywhere visible. The 
preliminary chapters contain a history of St. Paul, 
the character of the Pauline Epistles, with a history 
of that to the Romans, its certification, purpose, 
place and time of composition, and contents, with 
the authority upon which each statement is made, 
and a catalogue of the literature on this epistle. 

The general typographical arrangements are excel- 

lent. The work may be looked upon as a noble 

addition to modern theological literature, and 
should find its way readily into the library of 
every minister or student of theology.

John Keble was born on St. Mark’s day, 26th 
April, 1792, at Fairford, in Gloucestershire, Eng- 
land, and in 1806 was elected scholar of Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford. He passed his final exami- 
nation in Easter term, 1810, and was elected Proba- 
tioner Fellow of Oriel in the following year. He 
took Deacon’s orders in 1815, and Priest’s a year 
later. He afterwards accepted a tutorship at Oriel, 
and in 1825 was appointed to the Curacy of Hurs- 
ley, of which he afterwards became Vicar. The 
works by which Keble became known to the world 
are his “ Christian Year,” and “‘ Lyra Innocentium,” 
the latter of which has passed through many edi- 
tions in England, and is equally pupular in this 
country. His death occurred on the 29th March,

We have anecdotes illustra- 
tive of the habits and peculiarities of fishes, birds, 
animals, and insects, of the food they eat, and their 
ingenuity in obtaining it, and of the dwellings they 
build for the protection or concealment of them- 
selves and their young. We have a chapter de- 
voted to those domestic pests, fleas and bugs, and 
although most of us are occasionally in contact 
with these interesting little creatures, few are 
aware of the amount of intelligence, almost amount- 
ing to reason, they possess. There are other chap- 
ters on various insects, familiar to us all, and the 
feathered and finny tribes come in for a due share 
of notice. The domestic animals occupy several 
chapters, with some of the best known of the car- 
nivora and quadrumana, and all are full of the 
most interesting anecdotes.
